This 
supplement was reprinted but, for the momeht, I do not recall 
by whom. 


I remember Schaall published pictures in The Scrapbook 
or The Numismatist and they were miserable. 

I am not familiar with the Low publication, to which 
you refer, and would very much like to have a little more 
detail as to where it is, I have seen the original manu- 
script of Atkins' list in the Ashraolean Museum, in Oxford, 
England, and he added, since the publication of his work, 
about 125 different types. In addition to all of this there 
are die differences in the same type. It will take me a 
while to dig into my file to get you all this information 
but I will do so if you have a particular goal. The funda- 
mental is that these evasions are not really Bungtowns. That 
was a misapplication of the American name. These evasions 
were never used in America. 

L p t me know whether you h&ve any kind of a list and 
if you do not I will photocopy the Atkins list for you. 

As you know, I am going to publish a lengthy book on 
counterfeit halfpence and Bungtowns, in due oourse, but will 
be glad to help you in the meanwhile.
